Los Angeles, Cal.. April 9. — Despite tin* fact that 
the meeting is to last only seven more days, the 
crowds hold good and clearly demonstrate that there 
is no diminution in the interest in the sport here 
The summer weather of the last few days lias 
made tho track exceptionally fast and good time 
has been registered in almost all the races. 

Most of the horsemen are making preparations to 
ship from lave in the next few days. P. T. Chinn 
ships his entire string to Canada next Monday. 

Big fields were Hie rule in today's racing, hilt 
despite this fact the public picked the winners and 
had much *tlie better of the day’s speculation with 
the bookmakers. 

Interest centered in the fourth race at one mile. 
Gowan being made a 1 to 2 favorite, but the win- 
ner turned up in Green Seal, which finally ran one of 
his good races with odds as good as 12 to 1 posted 
against his name. Showing much speed, lie was in 
front all the way and had enough left under keen 
urging to withstand Gowan’s game challenge in the 
final sixteenth, winning by a short margin. Frank 
Flittner was an indifferent third. 

The finish was so close in the two-year-old race 
that none but the judges were ill a position to say 
which won. five of them swooping over the line in 
close alignment. Camera, however, got her nose 
over first in the last stride, with Roliorta second and 
Donovan third. 

Dominick O’Malley has surrendered his lease on 
the Baldwin horses. He took the lease only for a 
period lasting until the will was probated. O’Mai 
ley’s luck with his own horses has been very p*» r 
since he shipped here from Texas. 

Tile promoters of the Victoria summer meeting 
have issued a book containing informal ion concern 
ing the Canadian city and details of the fortlicom 
ing meeting.

San Francisco. Cal., April 9.— Public interest in 
I be local racing intensities as the present meeting 
is drawing to a close and ideal weather and track 
conditions, coupled with an attractive card, brought 
li.iHZi visitors to the beautiful Oakland race course 
tialav. Results were unusually satisfactory for 
favorite Wickers, as the first five choices won right 
off tlic reel. 

In the closing race, however. Captain John, which, 
oil paper, seemed the liesl on the card, was beaten 
and race goers were shocked thereat. The market 
was weak and panicky about this favorite and he 
finished third an entirely different horse from Hie 
t tumor-up to Madman in the last race on Wednes- 
day. in which lie was timed separately five furlongs 
ill one minute Hat. carrying five pounds more than 
lie did today.

"In measuring the ponies for these races, two lines 
are drawn fifty inches apart and the pony is re- 
quired to stand front feet on one line and hind feet 
on the other. The standard is placed at the withers, 
of course, but no person Is permitted to take the 
pony by the head during the measurement. There 
is no pulling down of the head to decrease tic* 
height at the withers as is permitted in some 
countries. It is all on the up and up. So it is with 
the racing. There is no quarter shown a turf sharp 
in India. One must have the best horse to win and 
the best horse must win or his owner is quickly in 
for it.”

Claim that Dates Will Be Asked for the Track of 
Doubtful Sincerity.

New York. April 9.—' The Jockey Club folks refuse 
to discuss the attitude of Brighton Beach. It puzzles 
them. Tin* Brighton Beach plant is a ruin and would 
cost $75. IKH> to put into condition for racing. Of 
course, it 1ms proven itself unfit for immediate real 
estate exploitation, and t lie land is therefore a 
present “dead one” on Engeman’s hands. This fact 
and that of the $35,IKJ0 of arrears to horsemen from 
last season makes it a virtual impossibility in a 
racing way. 

An official of the Jockey Club said today: “Talk 

is cheap. I do not ln'lieve that there will be even 
an attempt to race at the Brighton track. , They 
never made an application for dates anti did not 
show any interest in the recent conferences of tin 
other track owners.” 

Engentan’s lirotlier-in-law. lawyer Hyde, reiterates 
— loudly — his statement that the Brighton Beach 
association means to race, will put the plant into 
condition to race and will pay its debts to horse- 
men lie fore next August. 

Tin* real estate firm of Somerville & Somerville 
who have the property in their hands for building 
lots, said yesterday that they are still in control of 
the sale of the grounds and are now considering an 
offer to go on with the work of cutting it up stii’ 
further. The real estate men discredited the idea 
that racing Will be resumed at the Beach track. 

This is also the notion of well-informed men con 
nected with the Jockey Club. Both S. S. Howland 
and IV J. Dwyer said yesterday that Mr. Engemaii 
l ad toht them some time ago that he did not intend 
to race again at the track. When the question of 
racing dates i*aine up from time to time during tl.e 
past ten weeks representatives of all the other 
tracks took part in the discussions, hut no one 
appeared to represent Brighton Beach, no applies 
lion was made for dates, and this, willi Mr. Engc- 
man’s declarations above alluded to. was given as 
sufficient reason for all the ottier track people i-on- 
chnling that Brighton Beach need not be considered. 

1 ’rum incut turf officials seen yesterday said that 
while there may tie no legal reason for refusing to 
agree that Mr. Hyde and his associates should take 
the mouth of August and race at the Beach, the 
Jockey Club stewards and the Racing Commission 
would lie perfectly justified in refusing dates to tin* 
Brighton Beach course because many horsemen are 
mm hie to collect prize money won there last year, 
mid the state tax of five per cent, is still unpaid. 

That the Jockey Club stewards have several pre- 
ccibqits should they insist upon a guarantee fund 
from the Brighton Beach Association, was men- 
tioned yesterday by a member of the Jockey Club 
wlio said that this was done in the early days of the 
Kenilworth race track, also a few years ago in re- 
spect to I’imHco. before the present Maryland Jockey 
chili was organized, and with oik* of the southern 
la co tracks which came within the scope of the 
Jockey dull. Without such a guarantee as would 
satisfy the Jockey Club stewards tiie State Racing 
Commission would probably refuse Brighton Beach 
a Urease. 

The men in control of racing are not disposed to 
crowd out Brighton Beach, they say. and are not 
eager to inaugurate a struggle in the courts or else 
where for the barren privilege of maintaining the 
sport at heavy cost. But they assert that tlic Brigil- 
lon Beach people got no dates because they said they 
did not want any and were out of the business. 



The leading racing society in France — the Societe 
d’ Encouragement — lias, with justifiable pride, traced 
its rise to fame in the form of "statistical obser- 
vations” in Us new official calendar for the year. 

A dig into those “statistical observations” reveals 
facts which speak witli more eloquence than theo- 
retical appreciations. When tlic society which now 
governs racing at Longchamps. Cba’ntilly. etc., was 
founded in 1S33. only thirty horses ran in France 
that season. 

The number had increased to 100 in 18:K>. to 1.000 
in 1890. and to 2.000 in 1899. The record of 2.412 
was reached in 1902. and since then the number lias 
Ik'pii well tip to the average — 2.363 horses ran in 
1908. In Its 17 tlie number was 2.299. 

These do not include steeplechasers nor hurdlers: 
in fact, this lucrative and prosperous form of racing 
across the channel is not included in any of the sta. 
tistics mi o ted. Compared with the 2,999 horses 

which ran on the flat in France during that sea

stopped for a year or two. or we all became Rip 
Van Winkles for that tieriod. and then commenced 
four-year old racing with the now two-year-olds, and 
had five-year-old runners for the classic races, it 
would lie better for tip* breed of liorses and they 
would last far longer on tlie turf. 

Instances are not wanting, as it is. of horses 
that have kept on improving on the flat up to 
eight years old and even longer. Merman was one 
of them, for he was a very much better horse when 
eight years old than at any earlier period of his 
career. He improved steadily each year from the 
time when he won the Cesarewiteh as a five-year- 
old. He. however, was an extraordinarily sound 

and hardy liorse. and there are few like him in that 
resiieet. Great Scot also trained on through his 
seventh season on the turf and retired as sound as 
a lu ll in wind and limb, but in his case tlie dash li.nl 
been taken out of him in Australia, where lie ran 
nineteen times as a three-year-old. and India, where 
lie ran for three Vicerov’s Cups before lie nine to 
England. It is practically certain that the improve- 
ment in matured horses would lie of general occur- 
rence if they were not run off their legs iu their 
young days. It seems almost absurd to hear even 
a three-year-old described as an “old one” when 
trying two-year-olds, and at four years a racing 
career is as often as not closed. 

Yet until he is live years old a horse is not a 
liorse. but a colt. Thai is to say. lie lias not got 
through his teething troubles, and tin* idea of Ul 
being regarded as a “back number” would be ridicu- 
lous were it not in most cases well founded, so far 
as his ability to stand furfli<*r training is concerned. 
The question is. perhaps, of merely academic inter 
cst. for. as already stated, we are not in tlie leasi 
likely to see any change made in our flat-racing con- 
ditions on tlie lines indicated: tint it may he that 
here we may note some advantage in tlie French 
policy of limiting steeplechases to entire horses. 
Lntteur III. did not run until he was a four-year- 
old. — Vigilant, in London Sportsman.

Stcepleclinsing will tic a feature, there being eleven 
steeplechases, to which tlic Ontario Jockey Clnli will 
add tip* sum of $9,000. to be run for during the 
meeting.

San Francisco. Cal.. April 9. — Mrs. Richard Wal- 
ton Tully (Eleanor Gates), wiio recently brought b* 
the coast a choice collection of pedigreed Arabian 
horses, with the idea of utilizing them to improve 
tiic breed of California horses, has within the last, 
few days purchased a number of thoroughbred 
mares from horsemen at the Oakland race track. 
Mrs. Tully was able to pick up several exquisitely- 
bled fillies at bargain prices as a result of llm de- 
pression from which the American turf is suffering 
owing to unfavorable legislation. 

Her purchases include tlie four -year-old filly Ex- 
pectant. bv Balgowan — Hoffnuug, from Harry Mack: 
the two-vear-old fillies Tourist Belie and Penetrate 
from J. Jones: Hu* two-ycar-oid fill.v Jungle Queen 
from G. H. H*dlc. and the two-year-old filly Beezcr 
from M. J. Leonard. 

These fillies will lx* shipped to tin* breeding farm 
which Mrs. Tully has established at Alma. Santa 
Clara County, for mating with the Arab stallions 
standing there. Mrs. Tully believes that tlic thor- 
oughbred cross will yield splendid results amt sin- 
will give the idea a thorough trial.

ANSWERS TO QUERIES. 



George Saportas, Thomas Hitchcock and II. It. 
Dtiryea selected France as a land tit for invasion 
and nr arc now formlilahly represented there by such 
proved good ones as llylas. Simon Pure, Alfar. Ma- 
lacca, Kampart. Banyan. Mr. McCann. John M. I'., 
Bayonet. Stokes. Regal Koyal, Ambush, Cliaseaway. 
Corncob. Braggart and others. 

Stokes and Braggart, both of which won at St. 
(Mien within a few days past, are both four-year- 
olds and had their introduction to steeplechasing in 
public in the Harbor llill Cup at Belmont Park 
October 14. PHIS. Stokes won this race, with Black 
Bridge second and ltegal ltoyal third and impressed 
competent observers as a young horse of extraordi- 
nary promise as a jumper. Braggart ran unplaced 
in the same race. Stokes is in Fred Burlew’s 
charge and that skillful trainer has made a good 
liegiuning with him. Ben Ban is also trained by 
Burlew. Whether he is a good jumper or not re- 
mains to be seen, but if he proves such, his great 
turn of speed should suffice to frequently land him 
in front. In his racing over the New York tracks 
he was used as a sprinter only, but it is a matter 
of record that many horses that were nothing but 
sprinters on the Hat stayed excellently when put to 
steeplechasing. 

The best steeplechaser taken to France is the 
five-year-old. Simon Pure, by St. Leonards II.— 
Violet S.. in the stable of George Saportas. who 
raced in this country under the name of the Bonnie 
Brook Stable. Simon Pure was not raced much, but 
proved himself a first rater. His first start was 
in the Deerfoot Steeplechase at Gravesend June 2. 
IPOS. He was not ready and ran unplaced to Bay- 
onet. King Castle and Jimmy Lane. After that he 
started in four races and won them all. a purse at 
Gravesend June S. the Kensington Steeplechase at 
Gravesend June Hi. the Independence Steeplechase at 
Sheepshead Bay July 4. and the Inaugural Steeple- 
chase at Sheepshead Bay August 2P. In his three 
stake successes lie vanquished the recognized stars 
of the jumping division and was justly acclaimed our 
licst jumper. In the Inaugural he simply ran away 
from Thistlcdale, Sanctus. Agent. Malacca. Coligny, 
Bayonet, Rufus and Waterspeed. He is well en- 
gaged and is nominated to the rich Grande Steeple- 
chase de Paris at Auteuil next Juue. a race that 
far exceeds the Liverpool Grand National in value. 
If ail goes well with him he may prove hard to 
beat in that great event. 

Steeplechase and hurdle racing is well developed 
and highly popular in France and no other country 
devotes near so much money to the support of 
this form of racing. Thus it follows that if 
our jumpers prove able to liold their own iu com- 
lietltiiMi witli the French timber-toppers, the finan- 
cial returns must prove quite satisfactory. It will 
be of interest to note how such of our tried jump- 
ers as Simon Pure. Mr. McCann. Bayonet. Alfar and 
llylas will fare when competing with the best in 
France on fairly equal terms. 



a twenty-one day meeting by local parties was given 
in Houston and about a two week one was given in San 
Antonio by what was known as the Mid-Winter Fair 
Association, an organization other than the regular 
fair, but the rumblings of objections to racing !«■- 
gan. coupled with a constant report that race pro- 
moters and race track syndicates, which had been 
run out of other states, had their eyes on Texas. 
This alarmed the breeders of the speed horse, both 
the thoroughbreds and light harness horse as well as 
all legitimate fairs where races were held, all lading 
thoroughly convinced that the sentiment against rac- 
ing ami race tracks, which affected their splendid 
industry, was occasioned by commercial racing, book- 
making and poolrooms and they knew that unless 
some changes were made. Texas would soon be iu 
the same condition as was so obnoxious elsewhere 
and that sooner or later, drastic laws would be 
enacted. 

•‘By direction of our fair management, I visited 
other states in 1907 and 1908 to study conditions 
and lo learn the causes, if possible, of the enactment 
of drastic laws in other states. I visited Tennessee. 
Kentucky. Missouri anil Ixiuisiana and in m.v reiiort 
to our directory in July of 191X8, I recommended that 
the system then in vogue in Kentucky, the pari- 
mutuel. be adopted in lieu of the bookmakers. 1 
was thoroughly convinced that most, if not all. of 
tile objectionable features of the bookmaking system, 
would be eliminated, such as the tout, the docker 
and the lmm who follows racing and the owner who 
understandingly with the bookmakers, races his 
horses. We would have operated under that system 
in l'.M>8 had it not been so - stipulated iu our law 
that we must allow any reputable bookmaker lo 
operate, and knowing the oppositiou the pari-mutuel 
would have from the bookmaker and the poolrooms 
and that litigation would surely follow, we con- 
ciuded not to try it for that year. 

"The two horse breeders' associations here in this 
state, the Texas Tltoroughbred and the Texas Har- 
ness Horse Breeders, in conjunction with many of 
our fairs of Texas, where race meets were held, 
drafted a bill to present to the legislature, limiting 
racing to county and state fairs and for a period of 
fifteen days only in any one county in any calendar 
year and allowing the use of the pari-mutuel system, 
to the entire exclusion of the liookuiaker. and pool- 
rooms. but before this bill was introduced, a more 
drastic bill was introduced, prohibiting speculation 
of every kind and making even private betting at 
races, a violation of the law and prescribing a very 
severe penalty. Tills bill had been prepared at the 
instance of two ministers of this city. The ihioI- 
rooms saw their opportunity, joined ill the opposition 
to our bill, which had been introduced, hoping, as 
a matter of course, to tie up legislation and have 
nothing done, but seeing that one bill or the other 
would pass, fought in line and helped pass the pres- 
ent law. preferring the Robertson bill as they well 
knew that the pari-mutuel system meant death to 
them. The breeders and fair people wanting their 
bill or nothing agreed that they would rather see 
the whole tiling wiped out than to see the books and 
the poolrooms operate. It is to be seen yet if the 
poolrooms will cease, I have my doubts about this. 
I know the fairs will make no contest over the law. 
possibly the poolrooms will, but as to the effects 
of the present law. it remains to be seen. 

"I do not know what the other fairs will do. but 
our fair will offer the purses, giving practically the 
same program as was given in 1908. We have never 
claimed to give strictly a race meeting, as our race 
department is only a department of our fair. Not- 
withstanding the magnificent facilities wc have, such 
as a magnificent grandstand and the tremendous 
program we give, only fifty cents admission is 
charged to the grandstand and no reserved seats. 

"We feel that it is up to us to show the breeders 
of tlic thoroughbred and light harness horse that we 
will take all reasonable risk and give them an oppor- 
tunity to exhibit their horses. The breeding industry 
of tlie speed horse lias grown to large proportions 
here iu Texas in the last few years and it is unfor- 
tunate. to say the least, that adverse legislation was 
enacted affecting them, especially is this so for the 
reason that the aliases so largely complained of else- 
where should not have lieen chargeable to them, as 
they tried iii every way to prevent complaint over 
conditions obnoxious elsewhere, ever existing here. 
The war was started and an opportunity was givers 
a few to get notoriety that they would never have 
gotten otherwise and the result was many suffering 
for the personal benefit of "a very few. 

"I am in hopes some good will come out of all 
this, but just how long if will lie in coining it is 
hard to say. This will show the race promoter for 
commercial benefits that the public will not tolerate 
it. it will throw to the pastures and to the milk 
wagons a lot of horses that are absolutely worthless, 
and have been freighted from place to place to make 
till- in races to gamble on. None lint the best can 
< oiujiete only for purses. This will help the breeder 
and when the public sees that these conditions exist, 
will favor conservative laws allowing reasonable 
speculations at race tracks and the turf will again 
Is- back to the high standard once maintained and the 
owner and the breeder of the speed horse will not be 
ashamed to lead him out to the track, but will point 
with pride to him. If these conditions arc to he 
brought about, much must lie done by our state and 
county fairs. '

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FAMOUS DEAD HEATS IN ENGLAND. 



I>ead heats on the flat do not occur with such 
frequency as they did As it is. we get unite 
enough of “dead heats of two.” but there is a 
spice of romance about a “dead heat of three.” 

At York, in 1896. for the Badminton Plate, three 
horses passed the post looked together. They were 
Missala. Bajardo amt Casso Con. ridden respectively 
by M. Cannon. T. -I-oates' and S. Loates. A third 
Lmtes was fourth on Haiti ptondale. and he was 
Ik a ten only a short head by the leading trio. 

In 1880. at the Lewes summer meeting. Seobell. 
Wandering Nun and Mazurka ran a dead heat for 
tlic Astley Stakes. Only a head liehiml the strug- 
gling trio came Thora and Citmlierland, also running 
a dead heat, and placed fourth by tbe judge. Some 
good judges who saw the race, says Baily’s Magu 
trine, declare tliat if it had been called “a dead 
heat of five” no one would have cavilled at the of ti - 
eial verdict. 

lo 1845. on the Thursday of the Newmarket 
Houghton meeting, two "dead heats of three” oe 
enrred in the same afternoon. 

In 1882 there was a dead heat of three in a field of 
five for the race called the Sanilown Derby, hut 
afterward known as the Electric Stakes, run over the 
straight five-furlongs course at Sundown Park. The 
dead heaters were R. S. Evans' Marden (It. Wy- 
att). P. I s>r i I lard's Gerald (F. Webb) auil the Duke 
of Hamilton’s Leonora (.T. Watts). In the run-off 
Marden. who in tie meantime had hail his plates 
removed and ran unshod, won by three lengths, a 
head only separating second and third. 

The most notable dead heat of three was the 
finish for the Cesarewiteh in 1857 lietween El 
Hakim. Frioress (an American entry) and Queen 
Bess. There were thirty-four runners, and the 
starting prices of the dead beaters were 8 to 1 El 
Hakim. 30 to 1 Prioress and Queen Bess. 

in tlie decider, which was run off in the waning 
lighr. George Fordltam was substituted for Tankeslev 
on Prioress ami Bray for Little on El Hakim. The 
change of jockeys appears to linve worked to some 
advantage in the case of the American mare, for 
site won the decider by a length and a half, a bead 
separating the other two. 

Once there was a dead beat of four at Newmarket 
in a sweepstakes for two-year-olds, run over the 
first half of the Abingdon mile. This was at the 
Houghton meeting in 1855. Five started, and tie* 
race resulted in a di-atl heat of four, the fifth horse 
I wing only beaten half a length. The decider was 
won by a head, half a length separating second and 
third Tiny Weils rode tlie winner, the original 
favorite, a chestnut filly called Overreach, by Bird 
ca tciicr.

coin Handicap, greatly confused some of tlie French 
turf correspondents, who did not know that Nieol 
rated in America as a good rider. 

Wlieii Harry Payne Whitney's Sea Cliff ran sec- 
ond to Master llobson in tlie Bar thy any Plate at 
Lincoln. March 22. lit* was ridden by F. Fox. an 
English apprentice, who is by no means inexperi- 
enced. as in 1907 lie hail 214 mounts, winning nine- 
teen times. Of tlie three-vear-olds which also ran 
iu the Batthyauy Plate. Sea Cliff, with 101 pounds, 
was called upon to concede as much as fourteen 
pounds to some of the same age. J. H. Martin has 
done most of the riding of Mr. Whitney’s horses 
since the season began. 

I in mediately after Sol Joel’s Arranmore ran sec- 
ond to Duke of Sparta in the Lincoln Handicap, 
carrying 104 pounds, and being unlucky to lose, most 
of tlic turf critics declared that much interest in 
tlie Newbury Cup. run Thursday. April 1. was killed. 
Inasmuch as Arranmore was hnndicapped iu the 
latter race to carry only eighty-seven pounds, and 
as lie started and won at tlie short odds of 11 to 10. 
the critics seem to lie justified. Tlie difference in 
the two handicaps created much comment in Janu- 
ary. when tin* weights appeared, and this will lie 
much intensified now that Arranmore has won the 
Newhnry Cap. - 

The American-bred gelding. Wycliwood, by Sir 
Mildred, out of Dixianne. which won the National 
Hunt Steeplechase at Warwick. England, on March 
20. at one time in his career masqueraded under the 
name Cheap Jack, though no blame was attached to 
his owner, who was unaware that tlie horse had 
ever run under tlie name of Wycliwood. Ail tlie 
money won by tin* horse under the name of Cheap 
Jack was returned to the respective race course man- 
agements.

FRANCE'S CHIEF STEEPLECHASE COURSE. 

The Auteuil course, at Paris, is entirely for 
Jumping races, awl on the particular day referred 
to by a writer in the Toronto Globe, the attendance 
was about 225.000 persons, the majority of whom 
let id only a fraue (20 eents) for admission to the 
beautiful pavk in the Bois de Boulogne. The betting 
was done through the mutuels. and about 2.000 
clerks were employed in the hundreds of booths, 
scattered in all parts of the park. Except in the 
military steeplechase, in which twenty-two rau. the 
fields were of moderate size. The obstacles were 
hedges, and though they looked formidable were 
fairly easy to negotiate. All day I saw hut one 
riderless horse, and he was in the officers’ race. 
The hedges del not throw such horses as failed to 
clear them, but the jumping was very good all 
round. The weights carried ranged from 132 pounds 
in hurdle races to 85 kilograms, alamt 187 pounds, 
in tin- military steeplechase. The riders were mostly 
French, though not a few were the sons of English- 
men or Irishmen who had become French citizens 
Three of the six races were for horses foaled and 
trained In the country. The only lorcigii-bred to 
start during the afternoon was lYrey Woodland's 
Wild Aster, which \va* ridden by “M. If I’roprlc- 



taire,” ami the son of Victor Wild won a good race, 
the mutuels paying 100 francs for live.
